This year’s potato s h o r t a g e 
seems to be providing just about 
as heated a debate on the feder 
a1 farm programs as did the gov 
eminent project of killing little 
pigs to raise pork prices in the 
early 1930s. 
Officials say there is consider 
able criticism of ceilings on po­ 
tato prices and a lack of price 


supports. 
The pig killing program raised 
such a furor that, every 
time 
meat has become scarce 
since 
then, the Agriculture Department 
has been flooded with an ava 
lanche of mail harkening back 
to those days. That plan, spon 
sored by Henry A. Wallace, then 
the agriculture secretary, was 
designed to boost hog prices by 


reducing pork supplies. 
The current potato shortage de­ 
veloped largely because farmers 
cut production 20 percent last 
year. Most of this reduction came 
in the late potato crop—that por­ 
tion which goes into storage for 
use during the 
winter, 
spring 
and early summer. 
Farmers reduced their output 
after Congress directed the Ag­ 


riculture 
Department 
to with­ 
draw price supports. Congress 
did away with supports because 
they had cost the government 
more than $600 million over a IO 
year-period. 
Fearing a possible price col­ 
lapse. farmers turned to more 
promising crops. 
When it became apparent that 
stocks might not be large enough

prices started moving upward. 
The Office of Price Stabilization 
stepped in with ceilings. Hut un

The shortage has been aggra­ 
vated by black 
markets which 
have given some c o n s u m e r s 


more than their share. 
Price

fusing to pay more than ceiling 
prices. 
Amal! praised the Super M ar­ 
ket 
Institute, the 
Philadelphia 
Hotel Association and the Phila­

pay above-ceiling prices. 
Arnall predicted the 
shortage 
would be relieved in the next four 
to six weeks by the movement of 
new potatoes

early crop is grown mostly 
in 
Florida,

But the shortage is not likely 
to be fully overcome 
until the 
intermediate crop is harvested. 


This is grown in midland states 
—the Carolinas, Tennessee, Ken­ 
tucky, Arkansas, Maryland and 
New Jersey. 
Both the early and intermedi­ 
ate crops this year are later than 
usual—a fact that is prolonging 
the shortage. Weather conditions 
and desire of growers to let their 
potatoes grow to full 
size are 
factors delaying marketings.

Diet and Health ”ead Rlninry Neglect 
Can Be Dangerous

I am sure that many of my 
readers have friends or acquaint­ 
ances who have suffered severe 
complications from a blow on the 
head. Very likely this was after 
an accident, as many of our brain 
injuries occur in that way. 
Brain injuries, no m atter how 
slight, may cause serious diffi­ 
culties 
and 
sometimes 
death. 
However, as far as we know, a 
blow on the head cannot cause 
a brain tumor. 


No Definite Proof 
Some people hold the opposite 
thought, but we have no definite 
proof as to the cause of brain 
tumors. For instance, one series 
of over 4,000 patients was studied 
to determ ine whether an injury 
could cause a brain tumor, and 
no evidence was found to support 
this in any of the cases. 
Hemorrhage is a frequent com 
plication of head injury. Bleeding 
from one of the arteries that sup­ 
ply the delicate tissues covering 
the brain may have devastating 
results. This occurs more fre­ 
quently with a fracture, but it is 
possible from just a blow. 


Large Clot Forms 
In this type of hemorrhage, a 
large clot forms outside the cov­ 
ering just over the brain. Usu-

Immediate Surgery Needed 
A 
person 
in

condition 
needs the imm ediate help of a 
brain surgeon. Once it is certain 
that he has a bleeding blood ves­ 
sel. the side of the skull is opened 
and a metal clip put on the vessel 
to stop the hemorrhage. 
The 
Clotted blood pressing on the 
brain is then removed. The pa­ 
tient usually recovers very well 
from this type of operation. No 
other type of head injury calls 
for more imm ediate and rapid 
action. 
The most im portant factor in 
preventing brain damage, how­ 
ever, is never to neglect a head 
injury. A physician should 
be 
called as soon as any head in­ 
jury occurs, so that he can ob­ 
serve the patient at once, and 
take precautions against any se 
rious complications that might 
follow.

More 
than average success is indicated 
for the child born today 
Ulcers Have Personalities

NEW Y O R K - UFI —The ulcer 
used to be the Horatio Alger dis­ 
ease. A man started off life poor 
but healthy, worked hard and 
honestly, and ended up wealthy— 
and ulcer-ridden. 
An ulcer became a badge of 
success, particularly in the news­ 
paper, radio a n d 
advertising 
fields, although industrial leaders 
were prone to catch them , too. 
The big gag was, “ Even my ul­ 
cers are getting ulcers.” 
But today the ulcer no longer 
is an internal medal of honor in 
the struggle to get ahead. Some­ 
how the word got around that ul­ 
cers were the product of tension. 
That immediately made that ul­ 
cer the property of the common 
man. For who in these times 
doesn’t brag about the tension he 
is under? 
Not to have an ulcer now is a 
kind of rebuke of your way of 
life, an implication you have been 
cheating by failing to do your 
fair share of the general worry­ 
ing. Even housewives, sm arting 
under the criticism that they 
have a soft touch, are developing 
ulcers. Either that or they are 
just tired of hearing husbands 
complain about THEIR ulcers. 
Such is the prestige of the ul­ 
cer in the business world that a 
friend of mine, stricken by sud­ 
den abdominal pains, went brave­ 
ly to the hospital for an em erg­ 


ency operation. When he em erg­ 
ed from the anesthetic he learn­ 
ed to his horror that all he had 
undergone was an appendectomy. 
“I was sure it was an ulcer,” 
he said, 
shame - facedly, 
and 
pleaded: “ Please don’t 
let the 
word get around. They’ll kid me 
to death at the office. 
Nobody 
but children get appendicitis any­ 
m ore.” 
Ulcers are divided into two 
classes: 
(1) The social, or fake, ulcer 
(2) The true ulcer. 
The fake ulcer is by far the 
most widespread. It is also the 
better type to have, as it requires 
little or no medical treatm ent and 
has wonderful social advantages. 
It is a fine excuse to stay home 
from work. If you are at a party 
and the host serves poor liquor, 
you can get out of drinking it. If 
you are playing poker and get 
$100 ahead, you can grim ace, 
clutch your belt, 
and 
m utter: 
“ Ugh, my ulcer. 
Sorry, 
boys, 
1 11 have to go home.” 
After you leave some disgrunt­ 
led loser may grumble, 
“That 
lucky darn fool doesn’t have the 
brains to get an ulcer.” But he 
can’t prove it. That s the best 
thing about a social ulcer—peo­ 
ple have to take your word for it. 
Those who have the true ulcer 
rarely like to discuss their ail­ 
ment with fellow sufferers, 
as 


that means they have to take 
turns listening to the other guy s 
agony. They prefer to talk to 
those who have never had the 
malady, just as old soldiers like 
to show their battle scars to bug 
eyed children. 
A veteran victim gave this de­ 
scription of his affliction: 
“ Having an ulcer is as near as 
the average man ever comes to 
motherhood. You feel like you are 
pampering a spoiled child. 
“ Ulcers have personalities just 
like people. Some folks even give 
them nicknames. 
I call mine 
'Aching Abner.’ After a while you 
actually get to have a com pan­ 
ionable feeling toward an ulcer 
Why not? It is always with you. 
“ Ulcers 
are 
tem peram ental. 
Usually they gulp milk like a 
calf. But some days I can drink 
three m artinis and eat steak and 
fried onions and Aching Abner 
won’t even whisper. Later if I 
even glance at a jar of pickles, 
he starts screaming. 
“ How does an ulcer feel? 
It 
feels like a little demon inside 
you is probing your innards with 
a blow torch. You have to fight 
like hell then to think life is won­ 
derful.” 
But the sad fact today is that, 
unless you become a two ulcer 
man, sooner or later the idea is 
going to spread that you are a 
shiftless failure.

Faces Dailies 


Publishers Ponder 
New Squeeze Coming 
From Canada Mills 


N EW YORK, May 20—(£t—Faced 
with another $10-a-ton boost in the 
price of Canadian new sprint—the 
second such increase in less than 
a year—American newspaper pub­ 
lishers find themselves in an in­ 
creasingly difficult cost squeeze in 
getting out your daily paper. 


The latest increase—it's sched­ 
uled to take effect June 15—is 
expected to add more than $50 
million a year to costs of publish­ 
ing in this country. 


Newsprint, the paper that news­ 
papers are printed on, accounts for 
up to 50 per cent of the expense of 
getting out the average daily. Fig­ 
uring in the new SIO increase, the 
price of newsprint since V-J Day 
has climbed 152 per cent. It has 
gone up more than 200 per cent 
since the Depression. 
Some publishers predict that the 
higher costs will inevitably lead to 
further increases in advertising and 
subscription rates—already near or 
past the saturation point, in the 
opinion of many 
* * * 


OTHERS SAY the steady trend 
toward fewer and larger newspap­ 
ers, toward mergers and consoli­ 
dations, will gather new force. Ex­ 
pectations are that an increasing 
number of newspapers may be put 
out of business. 
The Truman administration has 
asked the Canadian government to 
reconsider and rescind its approval 
of the price hike. 
Price Director Ellis Arnall, in a 
telegram to C. D. Howe, Canadian 
minister of defense production, said 
749 
American 
daily 
newspapers 
have disappeared within the last 20 
years through consolidations, mer­ 
gers and failures. 


In newsprint prices continue to 


rise, Arnali said, the trend will 
continue and—in the end—the Ca­ 
nadian newsprint industry itself 
would ultimately be injured. 
Sen. Edwin C. Johnson (D-Colo), 
chairman of the Senate Commerce 
Committee, has suggested a study 
to determine whether the U. 
S 
“ should retaliate by upping the 
price of sulphur, which these news­ 
print producers must get from us. ’ 
The increase will boost the price 
of Canadian newsprint delivered in 
New York to an all-time high of 
$126 a ton. 
In the Depression years of the 
early 1930s newsprint cost $40 a 
ton. It was only $50 a ton at the ! 
time of Pearl Harbor.

Law Explained 


Employers As Well 
As Parents Warned

THE FEDERAL wage-hour and 
child labor law (Fair Labor Stand­ 
ards Act) prohibits employment of 
“oppressive child labor” in com­ 
merce or production of goods for 
commerce. Also prohibited is ship­ 
ment in commerce of any goods 
p r o d u c e d in establishments in 
which oppressive child labor has 
been employed within 30 days prior 


to removal of the goods. 
By “oppressive child labor” is 
meant the employment of children 
under the minimum age set for 
various types of work by the Act 
or regulations. 
Generally, Singley added, the law 
permits employment of children 14 
to 16 in any nonmining and non- 
manufacturing occupations that do 
not interfere with their health and 
wellbeing and while school is not in 
session. 
Children 16 to 18 years of age 
are permitted to work in most oc­ 
cupations, although not in those 
designated as hazardous. The sec­ 
retary of labor has listed IO such 
h a z a r dous occupations. Among 
these are motor vehicle driver and 


helper, elevator operator and oc­ 
cupations involving operation of 
power 
driven 
woodworking and 
metal-working machinery. 
The Act exempts children em ­ 
ployed in agriculture outside .school 
hours, children employed as actors 
or perform ers, children under 16 
employed by parents except in 
mining, manufacturing and hazard­ 
ous occupations and children deliv­ 
ering newspapers to consumers.

CHICAGO, May 20—Uft-The fa- 
miliar tragic love story of Abe 
Lincoln and Ann Rutledge once 
was indignantly described 
as a 
myth by Mary Todd Lincoln. 
In a letter written to a Supreme 
Court justice and made public Sun- 
: day, the Civil War President’s wid­ 
ow asserted Lincoln “always as­ 
sured me he had cared for no one 
but myself.” 
Willard L. King, a Chicago law­ 
yer and historian, said he came 
across the letter in his research for 
a biography of Daviir Davis of 
Bloomington, IIL, an Illinois circuit 
judge whom Lincoln appointed to 
the U. S. Supreme Court. 
Davis was administrator of Lin­ 
coln's estate. King said he found 
the letter in papers of Davis’ great 
grandson, David Davis IV 
Some historians said Ann 
Rut­ 
ledge and Lincoln were engaged to 
be married when both lived in New 
Salem, 111., but that she died of 
fever before they could be wed. 
These biographers claim Lincoln 
never recovered from 
shock and 
grief.
